The Antichrist

But the 
armed forces of other countries are not 
our only foes. We have the spirit of anti- 
christ in America, working under such 
names as Purple Shirts, Black Shirts, vari- 
ous youth organizations, Communism, 
Facism, etc., and when the devil gets 
enough foreigners naturalized and enough 
ISMS organized, and when he gets the 
egotistical ambition of some God-hating, 
justice-despising man, flattered with the 
thought that he can become the dictator 
of America, then LOOK OUT, America!!

The Ephesian THE Epistle to the Ephesians was written to 
Epistle clear up certain conditions that existed in the 
Church of God at Ephesus.

It 
was Paul’s contention that in Jesus Christ the middle wall of 
partition which had been builded between Jew and Gentile was 
broken down and that all who

salvation were brought together 
in one great body, so the keynote, 
therefore, to his epistle is Chris-

tian unity. For this reason the 
Epistle to the Ephesians is very 
fittingly used in this Church 
age for there certainly never has 
been a time when there was more 
need of a Christian unity than 
now. The keyverse of this epistle 
is said to be chapter 4:13, ‘‘Till 
we all come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.” 
But this is not just a keystone in 
the center of the epistle, with- 
out support, but rather while it 
supports the rest of the epistles, 
it is also supported by the rest 
of the epistle. A beautiful chain 
of thought runs from the very 
first chapter to the last. In chap- 
ter one a link is stated thus: 
“That in the dispensation of the 
fulness of times he might gather 
together in one all things in 
Christ.” 


In chapter 2:5, 6, we have 
such expressions as “quickened 
together,” “raised up together,” 
and “sitting together.” Then in 











per cent in line with the Church of God, or in short, Church 
of God men.

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- - - The Prayer Life - - -

Our prayer life should be in line with 
all the Bible saints and heroes. They laid 
the foundation for our standing, and 
marked out the road to victory. The 
Church has_ been slow to keep in the 
spirit of their intensified prayers. Their 
prayers are still looked upon as the out- 
standing wonder of the ages. There are 
three things of which they knew quite 
well: 


(1) They knew how to repent; 

(2) They knew how to pray; 

(3) They knew how to meet and make 
the best of their failures, as well as the 
most of their victories. 


When they repented they burnt the 
bridges behind them. They had discovered 
that where provision was made for the 
flesh, or for some cherished idol or some 
sinful indulgence to fall back upon, 
it meant complete failure in the prayer- 
life (Josh. 7:1-13; Ps. 66:18). We should 
walk in the Spirit and gather inspiration 
and encouragement so as to expect to 
realize greater victories in our own indi- 
vidual prayer-life. Abraham is a remark- 
able example of the power of prevailing 
prayer. The manner of his approach to 
God at Sodom shows this. It is written 
that “Abraham drew near.” This explains 
more than anything else the real secret of 
his power in prayer. His petitions how- 
ever earnest, would have been nothing 
better than a lifeless form and not as it 
was—a vital force. 


Our privilege, too, is to draw near to 
God. It is the place where we must come 
if we desire to pray the fervent effective 
prayer and go forth with the anointing 
and power of the Holy Spirit. “Draw nigh 
to God, and he will draw nigh to you.” 
“Humble yourselves in the sight of the 
Lord, and he shall lift you up” (Jas. 4: 
7-11). Abraham’s deep humility of spirit 
was another secret of his success in pre- 
vailing prayer. He considered himself to 
be but dust and ashes. And at this time 
he was about one hundred years old. And 
not only so but he was in the covenant 
which God had promised to establish to 
him and his seed after him. Because of 
this he might have felt justified in urging 
his plea upon the ground of his position 
as the chosen of God. But instead of tak- 
ing this position he confessed that he 
was “dust and ashes.” In his humble 
spirit he was admitted into God’s own 
council chamber, where he had the privi- 
lege of pleading in soul contact with God 
(Gen. 18:17). Abraham drew near and 
God did not repel him, or show him any 
aloofness; the man was sure of his affair, 
because God was sure of him: _ heart 
touched heart. And Abraham attempted 
to turn God from His purpose, “Wilt 
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thou also destroy the righteous with the 
wicked?” Every petition he offered re- 
ceived an answer. The presence of the 
mercy of God was not withdrawn so long 
as he continued to pray and to make in- 
tercession. This is proof that it was pos- 
sible for Abraham to have been more in- 
tense and to have gone further with his 
petitions. 

Wherever there are limitations, and we 
fail to reach the highest possibility in the 
prayer-life, the fault is always on the 
human side and never on the divine. 
There is a remarkable picture of this, 
when the prophet Elisha commanded Jo- 
ash to take a bunch of arrows and smite 
the ground with them. “He smote three 
times and stayed” (2 Kings 13:18, 19). 
The prophet was grieved in spirit and 
said: ‘Thou shouldest have smitten five 
or six times, then hadst thou smitten 
Syria till thou hadst consumed it, where- 
as now thou shalt smite Syria but thrice.” 
Evidently God had intended to give him 
several signal victories to the complete 
overthrowing of Syria; but, through lack 
of perseverance, Joash gave in just at the 
point of a mighty final victory. Does not 
this speak plainly to us? Brethren, is not 
this the cause of much of the failure and 
disappointment in our prayer-life and re- 
vival effort at the present day? 


There have been times, when a splendid 
opportunity has been given for the win- 
ning of some glorious victory for Christ 
and His Church, through the lack of per- 
severance, or the want of knowing how 
to make the most of the victory, we have 
failed to rise to the occasion! To arise to 
the call of God in His battle we must 
have clear and definite aim in our peti- 
tion to the Throne of Heavenly Grace, 
and look for a victory such as is worthy 
of God. But this cannot be done unless we 
concentrate all our strength and desires 
into every stroke of our prayers. The 
strongholds of sin and Satan and error 
will not yield at soft indefinite blows and 
soulless petitions. Abraham expected that 
ten righteous persons could be found in 
Sodom. No doubt this is the chief reason 
why he discontinued his request. One 
writer has said: “We think that it is great 
boldness thus to urge the Majesty of 
Heaven, but we are much mistaken about 
the God we pray to. He loves to be in- 
treated and commands us to be urgent.” 

The first time that either the word 
“prayer” or “divine healing” occurs in 
the Bible is in connection with Abraham 
(Gen. 17:3; Gen. 20:17). Then on each 
occasion we find that his prayers were 
answered on the spot. God had revealed 
to Abraham His purpose to overthrow 
the cities of the plain; as it is written, 


“Shall I hide from Abraham that thing 
which I do?” Otherwise Abraham would 
not have known about the impending 
doom of Sodom; therefore he would not 
have prevailed in prayer for them. Lot did 
not join in this ministry of intercession 
because he lacked the divine fellowship; 
therefore he had not the capacity to en- 
ter into the glorious ministry. Prayer 
and fellowship with God went hand-in- 
hand with Abraham, and it must be with 
us if we expect our prayers to be effec- 
tive. The whoie history of the Church 
proves that it is those who live in the 
closest fellowship with God to whom He 
reveals His mind. Abraham had fulfilled 
God’s conditions, and as a result God was 
well pleased to draw from him the intensi- 
ty of his prayer on behalf of Sodom. 


The most godly are always the most 
powerful both in prayer and intercession 
for the reason that they live holy and keep 
in touch with God through the Spirit. 
Their knowledge of Him aboundeth in 
love, mercy, justice, power, and they have 
a heart at leisure to love and think on 
others. Just now as in Abraham’s day, 
God is looking for men whom He can 
take into His confidence—men who 
know how to pray in faith and in the 
Holy Ghost. Dr. Cuyler said, “Nearly 
every revival starts with one or more 
souls that are filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” And as a minister prayed, “O 
Holy Ghost, fill but one or two hearts 
with thy rushing mighty wind, and mitre 
one or two brows with the Pentecostal 
flame.”

Text, Matt. 7:12, “Therefore all things 
whatsover ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them: for this is 
the law and the prophets.”

Answer: In order to properly under- 
stand this text it is necessary for one to 
read the entire third chapter of 1 Co- 
rinthians. It will be noted that Paul was 
not speaking of deeds committed but of 
work done. In verse 9, speaking of Apol- 
los and of himself, Paul said, “For we are 
labourers together with God.” Men are 
the builders of the Church but it is God 
that gives the increase or the experience. 
Man’s work which does not stand will be 
burned up and he will receive no pay 
for it, but he will only suffer loss in that 
which does not stand the test, for those 
which are won for God, that is gold, sil- 
ver, and precious stones, and which will 
stand the test of fire, for these the work- 
ers shall receive a reward. Much of the 
work that has been done by ministers will 
be burned up. Christ Himself had a Ju- 
das and many men who profess to find 
Christ fail to walk with Him but the 
evangelist who does the work only loses 
the reward for that which does not stand 
the test, though that which does not stand 
the test will not make him lose his own 
soul for he himself shall be saved by the 
test which proves the difference in the 
works that are burned up and those that 
abide.

NEWS FROM INDIA Vv 

The picture below shows a gathering of 
the Church of God for a convention at 
station Villupuram which is about ninety 
miles south of Madras, India. 

Pastor N. J. Stephen (the man with a 
beard) has charge of this work and that 
in its vicinity. He.once was a Hindu and 
practiced witchcraft but was wondrously 
saved, sanctified, filled with the Holy 
Spirit, and was called to preach. 


Pastor M. Benjamin, field secretary of 
the Tamil field, sitting to the right of 
Pastor Stephen, has come from a family of 
repute. He was a schoolteacher but heard 
the call of his Master, gave up teaching, 
and entered the ministry. For a number 
of years he has been a successful evange- 
list and Bible teacher. 

The meeting place in the background 
is a rented building but we hope to have 
a meeting place of our own in the near 
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ZENO C. THARP, Secretary of Mission Board 
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future. 

A word from Brother Benjamin about 
the convention: 

“From Madras I came to Villupuram 
where the convention was held from the 
22nd to the 26th of May. Here Brother 
Stephen is in charge of the work, and 
Brother Dan and myself were the main 
speakers. This is a field which was opened 
up to us in 1937 and at present there 
are Anglo-Indians and Indians in our fel- 
lowship. This work also extends to dif- 
ferent villages and towns. There is a 
branch work in Tiruvannamalai which is 
run by Brother Devanasan. During the 
Villupuram convention the Lord provided 
everything, both spiritually and tempo- 
rally. Praise be to His holy name. About 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
people were fed daily and the financial 
help was not from (India) headquarters 
for the feeding. God was in our midst

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Southern Ohio in late weeks has had 
what I believe are two visitations from 
God in the form of two perfectly modeled 
crosses appearing on the lawns of widely 
separated homes.

and a very wicked man, one Mr. Daniel 
gave his heart to the Lord and surrendered 
himself entirely and took water baptism. 
Three people were baptized, and we had 
open-air meetings every evening. Our 
Brother Stephen has made a_ beautiful 
portable street-preaching pulpit and we 
carried it all over the town. The Lord 
blessed the open-air meetings. 

“The need of this place just now is a 
cemetery site. It is not like Madura and 
Madras where are public cemeteries, so we 
have to buy a piece of land in the name 
of the Church. For this $50.00 is im- 
mediately necessary.” 

Below are quotations from a letter 
from Brother and Sister Livesey whom 
the Lord is using in a blessed way in serv- 
ing the Church of God work in India. 
Though they belong to the British As- 
semblies of God, yet they are willing to 
give us some of their time and our peo- 
ple have learned to love them. 

“I am filled with admiration and joy 
as I behold the magnificent way in which 
George and Blossom have taken up the 
reins of responsibility in your absence. 
They are indeed worthy of the highest 
commendation that can possibly be given. 
Right well have they maintained that 
standard of principle and practice which 
you have taught them. Nay, I say more, 
they have added considerably to the 
strength and power of your testimony in 
this land. I am instructed from the Word 
to give honor where honor is due and I 
may truthfully say they have worked 
with such unflagging zeal, and with such 
efficiency that they have commanded 
the respect of all. You may well be 
proud of them, and raise your ‘Ebe- 
nezers’ unto the Lord. 

“It is not possible, of course, for me to 
say that you are not greatly missed, and 
during the time of the convention in 
Kumbenard the many inquiries that were 
made of you revealed the depth of peo- 
ple’s desire for your speedy return. The 
personality of ‘Papa’ was the only lack of 
the convention. The Spirit of God strove 
to take us up to the Holy Place where 
Jehovah is revealed in the awful purity 
and power that is His alone, and yet there 
were occasions when we ascended as on 
the wings of the morning to fountains of 
living water, streams of holy joy, and the 
mountain peaks of holy vision and aspira- 
tions. Hallelujah! Our blessed Immanuel 





in His regal power and majesty visited 
us, and opened unto us His good treasure. 
His royal sceptre touched our hearts and 
impregnated our souls with such an ava- 
lanche of glory it was indeed really hard 
to keep order. I tell you, if you stayed 
in America for the next decade you would 
not find anything better, so please re- 
turn by the next available boat if you 
are hungry for those spiritual delights 
which can be found in India alone.” 

A Missionary Trip to British 

Guiana 

To the Church of God family, greet- 
ings in Jesus’ dear name. “The harvest 
truly is plenteous, but the labourers are 
few.” 

I think it my duty to give you some 
idea of the outlook of the field of British 
Guiana. 

I was invited by Elder Morris to come 
and take charge of the dedication of their 
new church building. 

So I set sail on the 4th of May for 
Georgetown, Demerara, and we arrived 
there on May 8th. I was very nicely re- 
ceived by our Brother Morris, and his 
dear, saintly wife. The dedication of this 
fine little church building took place on 
Sunday afternoon, May 19. 

The building is thirty-two feet in. 
length by twenty feet in width. Such a 
crowd came for the dedication service 
that if the building had been three times 
its size it would not have had room to 
accommodate them. 

On the night of the dedication we be- 
gan a three weeks’ series of revival meet- 
ings, and every night the crowd grew 
larger and larger. There was not even 
standing room to be found in the build- 
ing by 6:30 P. M. Whether it rained or 
was fair the building was too small. 
Many came by bus, others stopped their 
cars and took in the service. 

Despite the overwhelming crowds that 
gathered, there were those who pressed 
their way to the altar and asked the dear 
Lord to save them, and a few also re- 
ceived the blessed Holy Ghost. 

Some nights the whole church was 
made an altar, with earnest seekers seek- 
ing sanctification and more of God’s ful- 
ness until late hours. With the closing of 
these meetings we went to Berbice on the 
West Coast where we again had a very 
rich and blessed time in the Lord with 
many souls won for Jesus. 

We were then invited to another part 
of that vast country, to a settlement 
called Leguan, where we willingly went. 
This we did part by train and the rest by 
boat. We found the mosquitoes there in 
great abundance. However the dear Lord 
richly repaid us, for a goodly number 
found Christ, and many were reclaimed. 
Among these were some Indians. 

In the three districts I have visited 
around one hundred souls have sought the 
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Lord and many are rejoicing over the 
revival bringing such blessings to them. I 
spent nearly three happy months with 
these dear people. Do pray for the work 
in British Guiana. They surely are hun- 
gry for a full gospel message and are beg- 
ging for a missionary.—Yours for the 
lost, C. A. Lewis. 

Dear Evangel workers, greetings. I 
praise God for the way He is keeping me 
in this world to work for Him. I am very 
busy in these times going around to the 
different churches of these islands. I 
thank God for the way He is revealing 
deep things to me as He uses me to carry 
His message to the unsaved people, and 
I am obedient to every call. 

I went to Sandy Point, Turks Island, 
on Sept. 1, where I met a woman in a very 
humble home. Soon I was in a little con- 
versation with her about Jesus and she 
thanked me for opening her eyes to the 
truth. She said I was the first person to 
make a call there, then I remembered the 
parable of Jesus about the man who was 
robbed and stripped by thieves while on 
his way to Jericho and a certain priest 
came by, looked at him and passed by on 
the other side, etc. So many are looking on 
the half-naked and starved and passing 
by on the other side. Let us be a Sa- 
maritan for the Church and for helpless 
souls. Remember God promised a reward 
to all who continue to the end, and don’t 
forget to aid me with some clothes to 
enable some of our people to go to the 
house of God.
